CHIEF DESMOND’S THRILLING CHASE 


THROUGH STREETS AND ALLEYS 


AFTER A FUGITIVE NEGRO THIEF, 


An Exciting Pursuit, in Which Chief 
Campbell’s Stenographer Joined, At- 
tended by e Handicaps and 
Iincidents*Than Are Common in 
the Capture of a Runa- 
way Criminal. 


Jonas got the plunder, 
And then he gy away;

“The Chasing of Jonas Washington” is 
the title of a realistic tale that may be 
written some day by William Desmond, 
chief of detectives. Roscoe Shaw, assistant 
secretary to Chief of Police Campbell, may 
be Mr. Desmond's collaborator, and Detec- 
tive Tom Walsh may write the introduc- 
tion. + 

Washington is a negro who stole a wagon 
load of steel castings late Monday evening, 
but was unfortunate in his choice of a route 
When he drove away. He drove into the 
yards of the Shickle, Harrison & Howard 
lron Foundry at Twelfth and Gratiot streets 
and coolly loaded his wagon. A clerk asked 
him what he was going to do with the load 
and he said he was going to weigh it. That 
sounded all right, but when the clerk obe 
served that Washington drove out of the 
yard and north on Twelfth street instead 
of to the scales he realized that a theft was 
being committed and he rushed to the pa- 
trol house of the Central police district and 
gave the alarm. 

The subsequent proceedings are described 
for the Post-Dispatch by Chief Desmond: 

“Roscoe Shaw and I ride home together 
every evening in my buggy. We were just 
getting in the buggy when we noticed a 
racket in the street at the corner of the 
I‘pur Courts, Twelfth street and Clark ave- 
nhe. A big negro drove a wagon around 
the corner from Twelfth street, stopped his 
team ‘and ampes out. Several men were 
chasing h He ran into Al's cafe on 
(lark avenue. About 20 men chased in after 
him, and the negro ran through the res- 
taurant, kitchen and back yard, jumped two 
or three fences and came out on Twelfth 
street. 


Then the Race 
Became a Relay. 


“By this time it got to bea relay race, for 
Tom Walsh took it up at the sidewalk on 
Twelfth street, while the other men were 
trving to scale the high fences. Closely 
pursued by Walsh, the negro ran Into the 
basement of the City Hall, past the coro- 
ner’s office, through to the Thirteenth street 
side and diagonally across to Market street. 

“I got a line on the fugitive when he 
darted into the City Hlall busement.
